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Unintentional Injuries and Violence 


Drove a car when they had been drinking/past 30 days 
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Unintentional Injuries and Violence 


Carried a weapon (such as a gun, knife, or club/past 30 days) 
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Carried a weapon on school property/past 30 days 
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Carried a weapon (such as a gun, knife, or club/past 30 days) 
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Unintentional Injuries and Violence 


Carried a gun during the past 12 months (do not count for hunting 
or for a sport, such as target shooting) 
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Did not go to school because they felt unsafe at school or on their 
way to or from school/past 30 days 
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Unintentional Injuries and Violence 


Were in a physical fight/past 12 months 
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Were in a physical fight on school property/past 12 months 
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Were ever physically forced to have sexual intercourse 
(when they did not want to) 
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Unintentional Injuries and Violence 


Experienced sexual dating violence/past 12 months 
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Unintentional Injuries and Violence 


Were electronically bullied (through texting, Instagram, Facebook, 


or other social media)/past 12 months 
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Felt sad or hopeless for 2 or more weeks in a row/past 12 months 
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Unintentional Injuries and Violence 


Made a plan about how they would attempt suicide/past 12 months 
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Among students who attempted suicide, had a suicide attempt that 
resulted in an injury, poisoning, or overdose that had to be treated 
by a doctor or nurse/past 12 months 
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Tobacco Use 


Ever tried cigarette smoking 
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Tobacco Use 


Currently smoked cigarettes daily (all of the past 30 days) 
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Tobacco Use 


Used chewing tobacco, snuff, dip, snus, 
or dissolvable tobacco products/past 30 days 
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Used chewing tobacco, snuff, dip, snus, 
or dissolvable tobacco products on school property/past 30 days 
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Currently smoked cigars, cigarillos, or little cigars/past 30 days 
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Alcohol and Other Drug Use 


Ever drank alcohol - lifetime 
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Alcohol and Other Drug Use 


Binge drinking (4 or more drinks if female, 
5 or more drinks if male)/past 30 days 
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Tried marijuana for the first time before age 13 years 
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Alcohol and Other Drug Use 


Currently used marijuana/past 30 days 
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Alcohol and Other Drug Use 


Ever used heroin - lifetime 
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Alcohol and Other Drug Use 


Ever used synthetic marijuana - lifetime 
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Alcohol and Other Drug Use 


Were offerd, sold, or given an illegal drug 
on school property/past 12 months 
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Had sexual intercourse for the first time before age 13 years 
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Sexual Behaviors 


Had sexual intercourse with four or more persons during their life 
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Sexual Behaviors 


Used a condom during last sexual intercourse 
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Dietary Behaviors 


Were overweight 
(>=85th percentile but <95th percentile for body mass index) 
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Dietary Behaviors 


Were trying to lose weight 
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Dietary Behaviors 


Did not eat green salad during the past 7 days 
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Dietary Behaviors 


Did not eat other vegetables during the past 7 days 
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Did not eat any vegetables during the past 7 days 
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Did not drink a can, bottle, or glass of soda or pop/past 7 days 
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Dietary Behaviors 


Drank a can, bottle, or glass of soda or pop daily 
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Dietary Behaviors 


Did not eat breakfast/past 7 days 
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Physical Inactivity 


Were physically active at least 60 minutes per day 
on each of the past 7 days 
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Did not participate in at least 60 minutes of physical activity 
on any of the past 7 days 
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Physical Inactivity 


Played video or computer games or used a computer for something 
other than school work 3 or more hours per day 
on an average school day 
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Other 


Saw a dentist for a check-up, exam, teeth cleaning 
or other dental work/past 12 months 
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Had ever been told by a doctor or nurse that they had asthma 
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Got 8 or more hours of sleep on an average school night 
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Other 


Described their grades in school as mostly A's or B's/past 12 months 
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Used an indoor tanning device/past 12 months 
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Received help from a resource teacher, speech therapist, or other 
special education teacher at school/past 12 months 
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
